Mr. CHRISTOPHER LOVE. 


A FEW nights after he was ſentenced to be be- 
headed on Tower-hill, which was on the 22d 
day of Auguſt, 1651, ten days before his appoint- 
ed time, by the ſentence. he received at the bar, 
being one night viſited by two of his intimate ac- 
quaintances, or boſom friends, as he himſelf call- 
ed them, they began to complain of the cruelties 
of the times, and the malice and uſage of time- 
ſerving brethren; to which Mr. Love anſwered, 
And think you this is an evil time ? No, no; 
this is the very time when grace and true godli- 
neſs can be diſtinguiſhed from hypocriſy : many 
have followed Chriſt 1 * for the loaves, and 
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of the matter, to have it faid they died martyrs:

are now turned back for the roughneſs of the wy; 
and the ſore trial and tribulation which others met 


with who are gone before them. 
« There are many in London at. this very day 


who think to go to heaven in their gilded coaches, 


and have denied Chriſt's cauſe before men (againſt 
whom I now witneſs) and Chriſt in his never- 


failing word has promiſed to deny all ſuch before 


bis Father and the holy angels. This is the time 
to diſcern between him that ferveth God, and him 
that ſerveth him not. They formerly were my fa- 
miliar acquaintance, in fellowſhip and iweet con- 
verſe, I ſent this day to have a few words with 
them here in the priſon ; but they would not 
come: for their countenance is fallen, their con- 
ſciences wounded. —Fhey cannot look me in the 
face; becauſe I knew of their reſolution, and was 
a witneſs to their perjuration.— But, ah! how will. 


they look the blefſed Jeſus in the face in the morn- 
ing of the reſurrection! what anſwer or excuſe 


will they have for what they have done! O fooiuſh 
people! who think to eſcape the croſs and come to 
the crown ! 1 tell 22 nay; you muſt all ſuffer 
perfecution who follow the Lamb; we muſt be 
hated of all nations for Chriſt's ſake; we muſt 
come through great tribulation, through the fiery 


furnace of affliction, before we can enter the land 


of joy and felicity. Know ye not that the ſouls 
that were ſlain for the teſtimony of Jeſus are 
placed under the altar ? Happy, happy are thoſe 


men at this day, and ever fhall be happy, who ſat- 
fer for Chriſt's fake in a right and charitable way 


— through love to his cauſe, and honeſty of heart: 
not through pride and hypocriſy, without the root 


theſe 
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theſe are they who will miſs their mark; and thoſe 
who denied the call and looked back ſhall never 
have the honour to find it. I am now pointed out 
by many to be in a deftitnte and forlorn condition; 
but I would not exchange my ftate, no, not for all 
the glory that's on the earth: I find my Redeemer's 
love ſtronger in my bonds than ever I did in the 
days of my liberty; therefore I hold living here 
as death itſelf, I am as full of love and joy in the 
Holy Spirit, as ever bottle was filled with new 
wine. I am ready to cry out, The Spirit of the 
Lord God is upon me; I will not take upon me to 
propheſy; nevertheleſs the Spirit of the Lord 
cauieth me to utter :—This uſurped authority, 
now in the hands of Cromwell, ſhall ſhortly be at 
an end; England ſhall be blefled with meek Kings, 
and mild governments; powerful preachers and 
dull hearers; good ſermons to them will be as 
muſic to a ſleepy man; they ſhall hear, but not 
underſtand, nor lay the word to heart, to practiſe 
it in their lives, to walk by it. O England! thou 
ſhalt wax old in wickednets ; thy tins abound like 
thoſe of Sodom: thy voluptuouſneſs ſhall cry 
aloud for vengeance ; the Lord ſhall threaten and 
chaſtiſe thee, yet in mercy and love will he look 
upon thoſe that fear him, and call upon his naine ; 
he will ſpare and fave them alive in the days of his 
anger, when the wicked ſhall be fifted from amongſt 
you, as the chaff is ſifted from amongſt the 
wheat; for out of thee, O England! ſhall a 
bright ſtar ariſe, whoſe light and voice ſhall make 
the heathen to quake, and knock under with ſub- 
miſſion to the goſpel of Jeſus; he ſhall be as 2 
ſound of thunder in the ears of the wicked, and as 

a lanthorn to the Jews, to lead them to the know- 
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ledge of Jeſus, the only Son of God, and true 
Meſhah, whom they ſo long miſtruſted, for the 
ſhort work ſpoken of by the apoſtle, which the 
Lord is to make upon the earth, in the latter age 
of the world, cannot be far off, Obſerve, my dear 
friends, while you live, my calculation of the dates 
in the book of the Revelation, and in Daniel, 
which the Spirit of the Lord led me into; for the 
Lord will reveal it to ſome of his own ere that 
time come; for the nearer the time 1s, the ſeals 
ſhall be taken away, and more and more ſhall be 
revealed to God's people; for the Lord doth no- 
thing without he reveal it, by his Spirit, to his 
ſervants the prophets: He deſtroyed not the old 
world without the knowledge of Noah He did not 
_ overthrow Sodom and Gomorrah without the 
knowledge of Abraham. I do not mean now that 
any new prophet ſhall ariſe; but the Lord by his 
Spirit ſhall cauſe knowledge to abound among his 
people, whereby the old prophecies ſhall be clearly 
and perfectly underſtood. And I die in that thought, 
and really believe that my calcuiation on the Reve- 
lation by Sh, and the prophecy which St. 
Jerome copied off, and tranilated out of the He- 
brew language, as it is written on Seth's pillar in 
Damaſcus, which pillar is ſaid to have ſtood ſince 
before the flood, and was built by Seth, Adam's 
ſon, and written by Enoch the prophet ; as like- 
wiſe the holy precepts, whereby the patriarch 
walked before the law was given to Moſes, which 
were alſo engraven on the ſaid pillar, whereof many 
Jews have copies, in their own language, written 
on parchment, and engraven on braſs and copper; 
but the alteration of the date makes them to ſtag- 
ger at it, not knowing that the dates were to be

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altered by the birth of Chriſt, Firſt, this pro- 
phecy is intitled, A ſhort work of the Lord's in the 
latter age of the world.

3 N OW what is this venth part of the city which 
| _,>* fhall ui? In my opinion, we cannot doubt 
" that it is France. This kingdom is the moſt conſi- 
. derable part or piece of the ten horns, or ſtates, 
which once made up the great Babylonian city: it 
fell; this does not fignify that the French * 
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ſhall be ruined; it may be humbled; but in all ap- 


pearance, Providence does deſign a great elevation 
for ber afterward. Tis highiy probable that God 
will not let go nnpuniſhed the horrible outrages 


which it acts at this day. Afterward, it muſt build 


its greatneſs upon the ruins of the papal empire, 
and enrich itſelf with the ſpoils of thoſe who ſhall 
take part with the papacy. They who at this day 
perſecute the proteflants, know not whither God is 


leading them : this is not the way by which he 


will lead France to the height of glory. If ſhe 
comes thither, 'tis becauſe the ſhal: ſhortly change 


her road. Her greatening will be no d:mage to 


proteflant flates ; on the contrary, the protęſtant 
fates ſhall be enriched with the tpoils of others; 
and be ſtrengthened. by the fall of Antichri/t's em- 
pire. This renth part of the city ſhall fall, with 
reſpect to the papacy ; it ſhall break with Rome and 
the Roman religion. One thing is certain, that the 
Babylonian empire ſhall periſh through the refuſal 


of obedience by the en Kings, who had given their 


power to the Sea. The thing is already come to 
paſs in part. The kingdoms of Sweden, Denmark, 


England, and ſeveral ſovereign ſlates in Germany, 
have withdrawn themſelves from the juriſdiction of 


the Pope. They hawe ſpoiled the harlot of her riches. 
They have eaten her fleſh, i. e. ſeized on her benefi- 
ces and revenues Which ſhe had in their countries. 

This muſt go on, and be finithed as it is begun. 


The Kings who yet remain under the empire of 
Nome muſt break with her, leave her ſolitary and 
Gene 


But who muſt begin this /a/! revolt? Tis moſt 


- probable that France ſhall ; not Spain, which as 
yet is plunged in ſuperſtition, and is as much under

the tyranny of the clergy as ever. Not the Empe. 
ror, who in temporals is ſubject to the Pope, and 
permits that in his fates the Archbiſhop of Strigo- 
rium ſhould teach that the Pope can tate away the 
Imperial crown from him. It cannot be any coun- 
try but France, which a long time ago hath begun 
to ſhake off the yoke of Rome. Tis well known 
how ſolemnly and openly war hath been declared 
againſt the Pope, by a declaration of the King (ra- 
tified in all the parliaments) by the deciſions of the 

aſſembly of the French clergy, by a difputation againſt 
the authority of the Pope, managed in the Sorbon, 
ſolemnly, and by order of the court. And to 
| heighten the affront, the 7he/es were poſted up, 
even upon the gates of his Nuntio. Nothing of 
this kind had hitherto happened, at leaſt in a time 
of peace, and unleſs the Pope had given occation 
by his inſolences. : En, 

| Beſides this, ſuperſtition and idolatry loſe their 
credit much in France. —There is a ſecret party, 
though well enough known, which greatly deſpi- 
ſeth the popular dewvotions, images, worthip of 
ſaints, and is convinced that theſe are human inaten- 
tions; God is beforehand preparing for this great 
work. e 0 
To this it may be objected, that for the laſt 
hundred and fifty years, the Pope's empire hath not 
been made up of ten Kings, becauſe the Kings of 
England, Sweden, Denmark, &c. have thrown off 
| his government, and conſequently, France is not 
at this day the enth part of the Babylonian empire; 
for 'tis ore than a tenth part of it. But this is no 
difficulty; for we muſt know, that things retain 
the names which they bore in their original (with- 
out regarding the alterations which time does bring 
ECD . 0 
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along.) Though at this day, there are not ten 
Kingdoms under the Babylonian empire, it is not- 
withſtanding certain, that each Kingdom was called, 
and ought to be called in this prophecy, the tenth 
part; becauſe the prophet having deſcribed this 
empire in its beginning, by its ten horns, or ten 
Kings, it is neceſſary for our clear underſtanding, 
that every one of theſe ten Kings, and kingdoms, 
ſhould be called one of the ten Kings, or of the ten 
in dome, with reſpect to the original conſtitution 
of the Antichriſtian empire, | | 

Seeing the 7enth part of the city that muſt fall 
is France, this gives me ſome hopes, that the death 
of the tæbo witneſſes hath a particular relation to 
this kingdom. It is the Areet or place of this city, 
1. e. the moſt fair and eminent part of it. The 
witneſſes muſt remain dead upon this ftreet, and 
upon it they muſt be raiſed again. And as the 
death of the witneſſes and their reſurrection have a 
relation to the kingdom of France, it may well fall 
out, that we may not be far diſtant from the time 
of the reſurrection of the witneſſes, ſeeing the three 
years and a half of their death are either begun, or 
will begin ſhortly, „ 
Aud in the earthquake were ain ſeven tlouſand; 
in the Greek it is ſeven thouſand names of men, and 
not ſeven thouſand men. 1 confeſs that this ſeems 
ſomewhat myſterious : in other places we find not 
this phraſe, names of men, but ſimply for men. 
Perhaps there is here a figure of grammar, called 
hypallage caſus, ſo that names of men are put for 
men of name, i. e. of raiſed and conſiderable qua- 
lity, be it on the account of riches, or of dignity, 
or of learning. But I am more inclined to tay, 
that here theſe words, names of men, mult be taken

an their natural ſignification, and do intimate that 
the total Reformation of France ſhall not be made 
with bloodſhed, nothing ſhall be deſtroyed but 
names; ſuch as are the names of Monts, of Carme- 
tites, of Auguſiines, of Dominicans, of Fucobins, ot 
Franciſcans, Capuchins, Fefuits, Miximes, and an 
infinite company of others, whoſe number it is not 
.ealy to define, and which the Holy Ghoſt denotes 
by the number even, which is the number of per- 
ſection, to fignify that the orders of Mons and 
Nuns Hall periſh for ever. This is an inſlilution 
ſo degenerated from its firſt original, that it is be. 
come the arm of Axrichr;f, Theſe orders cannot 
periſh one without another. |

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CORPSE CANDLES 
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PART OF A LETTER TO MR. BAXTER 


STR, 


AM to give you the beſt ſatisfaction I can touch- 
ing thoſe fiery apparitions, (Corpfe Candles,) 
| which do as it were mark out the way for corpſes 

to their xoyuninpc, and ſometimes before the parties 

themſelves fall ſick, and ſometimes in their fick- 

neſs, I could never hear in England of theſe, 
they are common in theſe three counties, 8

Cardigan, Carmarthen, and Pembroke, and, as 
I hear, in ſome other parts of Wales. 

Theſe Pulli’ in our language we call 
Canhwyllan Cyrph, (i. e.) Corpſe Candles ; and 
candles we call them, not that we ſee any thing 
beſides the light, but becauſe that light doth as 
much reſemble a material candle-light as eggs do 
eggs, ſaving, that in their journey theſe candles 
be modo apparentes, modo diſparentes, eſpecially, 
when one comes near them; and if one come in 
the way againſt them, unto whom they vaniſh, 
but preſently appear behind and hold on their 
courſe. - If it be a little candle, pale or blueiſh, 
then follow the corpſe either of an abortive or ſome 
infant: if a bg one, then the corpſe of ſome one 
come to age: if there be ſeen two or three, or 
more, ſome big, ſome ſmall, together, then ſo 
many and ſuch corpſes together. If two candles 
come from divers places, and be ſeen to meet, the 
corpſes will the like; if any of theſe candles are 
ſeen to turn, ſometimes a little out of the way or 
path that leadeth to the church, the following 
corple will be forced to turn in that very place, 
for the avoiding ſome dirty lane or plaſh, &c.— 
Now let us fall to evidence. Being about the age 
of fifteen, dwelling at Llanylar, late at night, ſome 
neighbour ſaw one of theſe candles hovering up 
and down along the river bank, until they were 
weary in beholding it, at laſt they left it ſo, and 
went to bed. A few weeks after came a proper 
damſel from Montgomeryſhire, to ſee her friends, 
who dwelt on the other fide of that river Iſtwith, 
and thought to ford the river at that very place 
where the light was ſeen; being diſſuaded by ſome 
lookers-on (ſome, it is moſt likely, of thoſe ys 
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ſaw the light) not to adventure on the water, 
which was high by reaſon of a flood, ſne walked 
up and down along the river bank, even where, 
and even as the aforeſaid candle did, waiting for 


the falling of the water; which at laſt ſhe took, but 


too ſoon for her, for ſne was drowned. Of late 
my ſexton's wife, an aged, underſtanding woman, 


 faw, from her bed, a little blueiſn candle on her 


table- end; within two or three days after came a 


fellow inquiring for her huſband, and taking ſome- 


thing from under his cloak, clapped it down upon 
the table's end; it was a dead-born child. 

Another time, the ſame woman ſaw iuch another 
candle upon the end of the ſame table; within a 
tew days after, a weak child, newly chriſtened by 
me, was brought to the ſexton's houſe, where pre- 
jently he died; and when the ſexton's wife, wo 
was then abroad, came home, ſhe found the child 
on the other end of the table where ſhe had ſeen 
the candle. 1 e 5 | 

Some thirty er forty years ſince my wife's ſiſter 
being nurſe to Baronet Rudd's three eldeſt chil- 
dren, and (theLady miſtreſs being dead) the Lady 
comptroller of the houſe going late into the cham- 


ber where the maid-ſervants lay, ſaw no leſs than 
five of thoſe lights together. It happened a while 
after, that the chamber being newly plaiſtered, 

and a grate of coal-fire therein kindled to haſten the 


drying of the plaiſter, that five of the maid - ſer- 


vants went to bed, as they were wont, (but as it 


fell out) too ſoon; for in the morning they were 
all dead, being ſuffocated in their ſleep with the 


ſteam of the new-tenipered lime and coal. This 


was at Langaten, in Carmarthenſhire 70.

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To this account of Mr. Davis, I will ſubjoin 
what my worthy friend and neighbour, Randal 
Caldicot, D. D. hath affirmed to me many years 
fince, viz. When any Chriſtian 1s drowned in the 


River Dee, there will appear over the water where 


the corpſe. 1s, a light, by which means they do 


find the body: and it is therefore called the Holy 


Dee. The doctor's father was Mr. Caldicot, of 
Caldicot, in Cheſhire, which lies on the river.
